He matied the post card recently, after 
years of obscurity and silence, to his sister, 
Mrs. Iigzie Pratt of Troy. N. Y. He ran 
away from Troy fifteen years ago, joined 
the navy. circumnavigated the globe sever- 
al times and was thought to have perished 
in the San Francisco earthquake. 

Mrs. Pratt. upon receiving the post card. 
wrote to Carney that a half sister of his 
mother, the late Mrs. Anna F. Baker of Chi- 
cago, had died, willing a portion of her es- 
tate to himself. his brothers and sisters. The 
estate amounts to $3.000.000. The share of 
each of: the Carney family is about $25.000. 


Buns Away from Orphan Asylum. 

Carney’s family was abjectly poor at the 
time of his birth thirty years ago, according 
to the story told in the courtroom of Assistant 
Probate Judge Ninian H. Weich yesterday, 
and Carney was placed in an ofphan asylum. 
The humitiation .of living in.en orphan asy- 
lum while his parents lived only a few doors 
@way caused him to run away when he was 
16 years old. 

Within a few doors of the. asylum he en- 
listed: in the United States marine service. 
in which he remained six years and visited 
almost every port in the world. He avoided 
Troy, his birthplace, as he was trying to 
forget his childhood days, he said. 

Before leaving China for’San Francisco a 
short time before the earthquake Carney 
wrote. a letter home, announcing that he 
would take paseadge for San Francisco. Mean- 
while -Mrs. "Baker died. An attempt. was 
made to find the beirs. Carney was traced to 
Safi Francisco, and it was concluded that he 
had perished there, €ral courts, it ws said, 
have deci&red. him dead. 


Marries and “Settles Down.” 

Three. years ago he married and has since 
lived in Oklahoma City, where he is known 
@s a horseman. 

Carney’s other Kvisig brothers and sisters 
are: John Carney,' Troy; Lizzie Pratt, troy;

The estate of Mrs..Baker has not yet been 
distributed, bat it expected to be soon. 
Carney is of an honest, rough and ready, cow- 
boy appearance. He returned tn the evening 
to Troy with his attorney, Thomas Powers of 
Troy, after Assistant Judge Welch-had been 
satisfied as to his identity and:had declared 
him an heir.

ARMY WAGES WAR ON RATS. 


Danger of a Panic. \ 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 3.—Since the out- 
break of the epidemic this year 188,601 cases 
of cholera, with 64,405 deaths In Russia, 
have been officially reported. 

The scourge, however, is lessening. Re- 
turns to the sanitary bureay for the week 
ending Aug. 27 show a total of 12,510 new 
| cages, with 6,875 deaths, This is « marked 
falling off in the number of victims from the 
week preceding. Only in Voronezh hes 
there peen a notable increase. The. figures 
there are 801 deaths, against 863 in the week 
before. | 

The municipal sanitary authorities have 
been awakened to the danger of the importa- 
tion of the bubonic plague here form Odessa. 
Leading medical authorities express their 
conviction that the plague. will reach the cl:y 
in the near future. A rat killing campaign, 
with the use of traps and poison, has been 
begun by an army of 200,000 persons espe- 
cially assigned for this work.. a premium of 
5 kopecks, or a little more than 8 cents in 
American money, is offered for every rat de- 
stroyed. 

In Odessa so far there have been seventy- 
six cases of the pleague, with eighteen 
deaths. 

Italian Mob Beats Officials. 

BARLETTA, Italy, Sept. 8.—Following the 
promuigation of an ordinance prohibiting the 
eating of figs because of the cholera scare at 
| Bari, thirty-three miles west of here, a mob

MOMMY FOUND-AT MEMPHIS 


British Scientist Gives Interest- 
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| DATES BACK 6,560 YEARS. 


Excavations Into Mound Reveal Gi- 
gantie Stone House, 


LONDON, Sept. 3—One of the most inter- 
esting papers thus far at the annual meeting 
of the British association was. Flinders 
Petries’ description of the last year’s exca- 
vations in Memphis, where the oldest stone 
built tombs have been uncovered. These 
were conetructed toward the end of the sec- 
ond dynasty, 6.500 years ago. Not until the 
latter part of the third dynasty did stone built 
chambers become the general custom, even 
for kings. : 

The oldest stone tombe of subjects were 
those at Meydum, which were opened by the 
British school last winter. The great Masta- 
bas of Nefermaat and another noble one close 
to the pyramid of Sneferu, the interiors of 
which had defied modern search, were at- 
tacked in a thorough manner. The mound 
over one tomb was mined to a depth of forty- 
five feet and at the bottom was found a closed 
stone building which had been completely 
buried without leaving any external opening. 
The burial, therefore, had taken place before 
the mound was thrown up, and as the ma- 
terial of thé mound was clearly from the 
masons waste left in the building of the 
pyramid adjacent, it must have been made 
before the burial. The date of the pyramid 
was 4650 B. C., and it wae the earliest private 
stone tomb that could be dated. 

The passages were lofty and the great 
chamber was roofed with beams of stone 
which weighed forty tong each. In a recess 
at the end of the hall stood a sarcophagus of 
red granite, the oldest stone sarcophagus 
known. 

The burial waeoft the greatest interest, ag it 
showed that the body was completely un- 
fleshed before it was wrapped in Nnen. The 
bones were completely stripped and each 
bone then was wrapped separately in fine 
linen, The spine was packed closely with 
linen and linen was pressed into the empty 
eye sockets of the skull, which was found 
with the rest of the bones.

Inhalations Reveal Condition of Lungs 
on Lead Sereen.

LONDON, Sept. %8.—Interesting details 
havé teen made public of the method by 
which Roentgen rays are being employed 
at Guy’s hospital ‘for the detection of 
tuberculosis of the lungs in its earliest 
stages. So accurate have been the results 
obtained that careful X-ray examination of 
the chest now is the routine treatment for 
all new lung cases, the symptoms of which 
give the slightest difficulty to the examining 
physicians. 

In the receiving wards the patient takes his 
place on a bicycle seat fixed on a pedestal. 
Close to his back, {i a large black box which 
can be raised or lowered. or swung to one side 
or the other by a delicate system of balanc- 
ing weights, is the X-ray tube. AH but a 
small area of ite luminous surfape is protect- 
ed by lead. 

Examiner Works in Darkness. 

There are glass spectacles to protect the 
examiner's eyes. He pulls over his hands a 
large pair of lead impregnated gloves and 
wheels into position between himself and the 
patient a thick lead.screen four feet in height. 
With his foot he touches a button and the 
room is in absolute darkness. 

Then he waits ten minutes until his eyes 
get used to the darkness, for experience has 
taught him that.after the eyes become thor- 
oughly accustomed to the absence of white 
light the sensibility of the retina to the light 
of the fluorescent X-rays on the screen is in- 
creased from 50 to 200 times. 

With another touch of his foot he turns on 
the X-ray current and the bones and tissues 
of the patient’s chest are visible on the 

n. The upper parts of the lungs—the 
point most likely to be attacked first by 
tuberculpsis—are then carefully studied. The 

tient is told. to empty bis lungs of air by 
slowly exhaling his breath. 
Breath Shows Up Disease. 

Then, ae he slowly takes’a deep inbreath, 
the lung tissues become more pervious to the 
rays and the whole sufface brightens in color. 
The failure of any portion to brighten eveniy 
with the rest of the tlesues shows some ab- 
normality and strongly suggests a deficient 
air entry to that part—one of the earliest 
wens of consumption. 

“ While wei do not claim that the X-rays 
do away with ab need for the physician's 
ordinary meane of detecting consumption,” 
said the physician in charge of the depart- 
ment, " we have learned from thousands of 
cases we have examined in this way thatthe 
X-rays never fail to point out the diseased 
area, as demonatrated by older clinical meth- 
ods. More than this, in-many cases where 
the disease can only be suspected by the 
dider methods of diagnosis, we have been 
abie to show uhdoubted proofs of abnormal!

Employers Will Demaad Drastic Agree* 
ment from Unions.

A general agreement was made eighteen 
months ago between the British shipbuilders 
and twenty-six trade unions, representing 


their empleyes, whereby both sides pledged 


against sudden stoppage of work until the 
matters in dispute were fully discussed and » 
compromise found impossible. This com- 
pact has been violated repeatedly in the past 
few months, especially by the bollermakers. 


Thirty Strikes in a Month. 

In the various yards there have ben as 
many as thirty small strikes without notice 
in a single month and the employer after sev- 
eral warnings decided to bring the matter to 
a crisis. They will re to allow the men to 
resume work until the trades. unions furnish 
satisfactory guarantees that their members 
will live up to their side of the bargain. 

The cause of the trouble is that the trade 
unions are unable to maintain discipline 
among their members. Their leaders in each 
case of strike have repudiated the action of 
the strikers and sought to prevent a repeti- 


tion. 

Will Demand Drastic Guarantee. 

The guarantee the employers probably will 
demand is that any workmen violating the 
agreement shail be expelled from the union. 
If the lockout continues a few more days it 
will throw out more than 100,000 mien. The

Tt ie only since 1886 that cremation has 
been officially forbidden by the Romar Cath- 
olic church, and.among the principal] reasons 
which prompted Leo. XIII, the most broad 
minded and liberal pontiff who has ever oc- 
cupied the chair of St. Peter, to take this 
step, was, first of all, the fact that incinera- 
tion had been adopted by the-Atheist Free- 
masons of Italy and France as a feature of 
their funeral rites, for the purpose of giving 
public expression to their disbelief in the 
doctrine .of the resurrection and of the life 
hereafter; while in the second place he held 
thet cremation tends (o a diminution of 
the tokens of respect for the dead that con- 
stitute so beautiful.a feature ov most of the 
recognized religions.

After 
they have served this purpose they are re- 
turned to the hospitals, which thereupon ship 
them by the cart load to the Pére Lachaise 
crematorium, where they are. roughly shot 
into the furnaces, without any religious rites.

He noticed that when Zilatorog touctied the 
enake with his horns the snake became as 
docile as a lamb. and allowed him to moisten 
his. golden -horris in the gol& brook which 
flows through the grotto. Having discovered 
the secret, the treasure seeker hunted for a 
piece of the golden horn which Zlatorog 
knocked off on a rock. Thus he’could un- 
earth all the treasures of the world. Through- 
out his life long he carried sacks of gold 
trom Bogatin to his home in Italy. 


Illustrates Growth of Mythology. 

This tale of the gold seeker fe inetruc- 
tive because it illustrates a.common prac- 
tice in the growth of mythology. 1 do not 
know the . distribution of the ‘among 
Slavs, but it is more than likely thet the 
chief elements arg ancient and antedate the 
arrival of the Slovenes in their present hame. 
Presumably they have made over an old tale 
to fit their new environment. A similar 
process tekes piace when they pao ag 
modern war heroes for culture heroes of more 
ancient days. Thus, there are'many tales 
of ‘ancient form, the present hero of which is 
King Marko, the national here of the Croats, 
Serbs, and Bulgarians. 

The great Hungarian king, Matthew Cor- 
vinus, was substituted for King Redbeard in 
many Slovene tales. They tell éf how he 
came to the throne and that he still sits, 
sleeping, with his army, ir a grotto, that 
when his beard has grown long enough to 
go round the table seven times, he will come 
forth from the mountains with his army and 
establish peace on earth. 

I have been told that peasants refuse to 
acknowledge the death of Rudolf of Aus 
tria. They will not belléve he is dead, but 
that he will succeed to the throne on the 
death of the present emperor. - Ruins of 
castle walls stimulate the imagination of 
tele makers.

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Many Calendars Tax Business; 
Egypt Is Burdened with Five. 


By EDWIN TARISSE. 


ODERN Egypt, with her place in the . 


trade of te world and with ner 

cities of Alexandria and Cairo, has 

been groaning for years urder the 

burden of many calendars on the 
walls of her bus.ness institutions. Five cal- 
endars today are,in use in the business houses 
cf that ancient kingdom, and as each of these 
earries its religious feast days the manage- 
ment of a comparatively sma!: establishment 
is put to his wits’ end in determining on just 
what given day he may expect to find a given 
employé at work in the house, going through 
the motions of earning his salary. \ 

The Moslem, Coptic, Jewish, Julian, and 
Gregorian calendars for years been im- 
posed upon Egypt. Time and/again.move- 
ments have been started toward eliminating 
some of these confusing calence -s, but they 
have ended without results. Itappears that 
the Jewish and Moslem calendars are irrecon- 
clilable, and at the present time there is an- 
other stir to discover i- the other three may 
not be simplified and reconciled to a workable 
degree, at least. 

How such conf.sion of calendars may work 
is suggested in some of the figures 
to Egypt and its world interest In trade. 
There are 400,000 square miles of territory 


Soudan. The total 
Alexandria 


population is close to 25,000,009, 

has 385,000 population and Cairo has 655,000 
souls of innumerable variety. The total ex- 
ports is above $100,000,000 annually, with im- 
ports of $125,000.00. .

“ The work is not only profitable but pleas- 
ant,” the young woman sald. . “ Some of the 
best friends I have come to me as purchasers. 
This is my fourth summer and ae I have re- 
turned each. season to the same hotels, I 
often meet the same le. Many women 
have assured me that they never buy fancy 
work from any one but me, and they cer- 
tainly get enough, to make me feel that they 
tell the truth. 

* Besides the sales made at the hotel I re- 
eelve several hundred dollars’ worth of or- 
Gers each summer ‘and often through the 
year get orders by mail. Of course turning 
them over to the right workers is a simple 
matter. At first I did have some di ty. in 
keeping the work sent in to me to the 
proper standard of excéllence. It doesn't 
pay to handle any but the best grade in the 
hotels where I make my headquarters. When 
your work is the best of its kind you can ask 
the highest prices and get it. 

“ Besides my expenses I get 10 per cent on 
all sales made. Of course there is no telling 
how much my expenses will cost each con- 
signor, but it seldom ever has gone above 2 
per cent, making 2 per cent to be deducted 
from the selling price of each article sold. 
That may seem a pretty high rate, but when 
one compares the prices which I get for the 
work with the prices which the same work 
would fetch in the neighborhood where it is 
made, they would see at once why I am able 
to get together such @ large and varied as- 
sortment. 
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Value of a Good Market. 


“A knitted quilt for which I readlly re- 
ceive $100 last season would only have 
brought $10 in the market available to the 
maker. It was made by an elderly woman in 
the south; and when I sent her back $89 
within two weeks after receiving the quilt 
she wrote me that she was the most aston- 
ished person in the world. Besides selling 
that one I took orders for two more which I 
shall have in band when I start out this sum- 
mer. For an invalid girl in the same sec- 
tion of the south I sell from $50 to $60 worth 
of baskets made of pine needles each year. 
She. writes me that there is no sale for them 
either in her neighborhood or in the city 
nearest which she lives. I get from 50 cents 
to a dollar apiece for them. 

“While there is not much variety in these 
baskets and I doubt if I copld sell many 
more than I do, they, are pretty to look at, 
convenient as receptacles, and retain for 
months the odor of the long leaf pine. Fifty 
dollars to a girl in the south who is tied to 
her chair seems a small fortune. It not only 
supplies her with all the reading matter she 
wants and which she loans around the neigh- 
borhood to her friends but enables her to 
clothe sherself and give ttle presents to the 
members of the family. 

“Most of my embroidery comes from 
Mexico and the southern states. It may be 
because the climate in the south is not con- 
ducive to vigorous exercise that the women 
do such beautiful needlework. I don’t know 
the reason, but I know I get the work. Noth- 
ing I handle sells better and is harder to get 
than Minorcan work done in Fiorida. This 
variety of needlework is so called because It 
was introduced by the Minorcan women who 
came over as settlers wher Florida was still 
a colony. There were high class Spaniards, so 
I have been told. who by some fraud on emi- 
grating to Florida found themselves en- 
slaved. This story may or may not be true, 
but the werk attributed to the women is 
such as is done only by Spanish and Mexican 
women of leisure, taught by nuns in the most 
exclusive convents. I handle only the finest 
grade of Mexican érawn work directly from 
the convents and hon es where It is made. 

“The greatest difficulty that I had to en- 
counter was in collecting the work for my 
first season. Being from the west and hav- 
ing.some experience with Mexicans helped

Few Changes Made in System. 

This system of oom

made in the entire eig 
in the number of “a " allowed to still give a 
man eredit for his work. Hivénh for the three months 
before there was a gymnasium at the university the 
men were taken out of. doors in their gtreet dress and 
given regular exercise under instruction. 

The underlying principle is to give the student a 
half hour of organized work on four days in the 
week in the. first ten out of twelve quarters required 
for graduation. This idea has never been. changed 
and has been so successful to the student that many 
other institutions In the west have adopted it And 
modeled their departments after it. The university 
was really the first 4nstitution of its kind to make 
a single and. complete department of. all forms of 
physical training’ and sports. 

In most universities athletics and gymnastics are 
wholly separated and under separate organisation. 
Most of the colleges of the east now have regulations 
requiring some kind of exercise to be taken during 
part or all of the freshman and sophomore years. 
None of them, however, has gone to the extent that 
the University of Chicago has in requiring a student 
to exercise during the first three and one-third years 
of his study. For each quarter of satisfactory work 
he is given one credit, and only when he has ten 
eredits is a man excused from further work. Sevy- 
eral men have been held back from graduation be- 
cause an insufficient number of credits of the 
physical training ae 


Wide Choice fer the>Stadent. 


The work of the department greatly varied and 
offers to the stident a choice of “himost any kind of 
physical work. There are really four distinct daivi- 
sions: First, the graded work, including various 
forme of calisthenics and gymnastics; second, the in- 
termediate work, including classes in ‘wrestling. 
swimming, Dasketball, soccer, fencing under expert

At the beginning of the second year the student 


‘ again appears before the physician and submits to 


another thorough examination to, find out how he 
has developed under the ribed class work. These 
figures are recorded directly opposite those of the pre- 
ceding year and compared. If the deficiencies still 


‘exist more strenuous work is prescribed, or even 


work of a differ@nt nature. This examination is also 
made at the beginning of the third year, and at thé 
end of the third year it is usually found that the 
measurements of the student have changed material- 
ly, some, of. course, due to his natural growth during 
the period, but a great part and a discernible one is 
due to the work and exercises he has been compelled 
to take in the gymnasium four days in each week.

The regular athletic teams form the fourth section 
of the departmental work. This Includes’ men who are 
expert athletes and who prefer to continue spectaliz- 
ing along their particular lines. These men are usu- 
ally strong and robust and need little special atfen- 
tion. They are forced to work steadily and must de-

About 250 men do work in the graded intermediate 
classes, and the number in each dlass. varies from 
about thirty to 125: In the spring, summer, and avu- 
tumn the work is done outdoors whenever possible. 
As the classes complete one set of exercises they are 
rapidly taught another, and by the time a series has 
been completed the men are proficient. 

An idea of the general indication of the choice of 
the students as to the kinds of exercise may be gained 
from the approximate average figures for the enroll- 
ment of the men’s classes here given: 

Basketball, 60; swimming, 100; fencing, 40; wrestling, 
70; cross country, 56; advanced gymnasiuni, 15; graded 
work, 160-300; football, 60; baseball, 40: track, 60:

Under 
the direction of Miss Dudley and her assistants the 
women feport péersofially and receive individual in- 
struction &t least ofie hut a Week, This system with 
the tw6 hotife & Wéek of class wofk séenis to give the 
best results. 

For the last feW years the women have conducted 4 
eampaign for funds for a new weymnasiuni. They have 
divided inté committeés and had “spellbindets” to set 
contributions, but for the time being they must be sat- 
isfied with theif present equipment which, compared to 
that of thé mén, is insiifieient. The gymnasium is & 
low, one story building with an adjoining yard for out- 
door work. It is not supplied with much parapher- 
nalla@ afid cofiséquenily the work is ereatiy handi- 
capped. Nevertheless, the resiite shown ate surpris- 
ing. Women whe ate leaving the university after 
their séfilor year find that they fave made gfeat im- 
provemént physically as is shéwn not only by the 
records Of théete measurements, bat by their general 
health a8 well.

“ Gym" Place for Goodfellawship. 


The gymnasium not only has assisted in the physical 
development of the woman but it has served as a place 
of meetifig. In the classroom few of the students get 
to know of6 anothér, 86 many of them live at their 
homes scattered in ali patts of the city that there 's 
not as much college atmosphere as there would be {np 
a small town, The women who play on hockey oF 
baseball teams together get te be the best of friends 
and acqtdintanees aré formed which are life lasting. 
In this regard diso the gymnasium work has served its 
purpose well, 

The University of Chicago was among the first to 
realige that if physical culture wae good for ite men 
students then it must play at least a¢ important ® 
part with the young women who attended its courses. 
As a restit regular classes In calisthenics were formed 
and @ s¥thtiasidm ballt, Today over 600 women ere 
enrolied ih the eiaases, Their work in physical culture 
each week totals four hours for each student, of which 
on¢ hour is individual work with the Instructor while 
thé other three hours af elective. This latter work 


includé# dancing, calisthenics, hockey, tennis, baseball, 
and basketpall.
